Work  on  the  addition  to  the 
Scharlie  E.  Russell  Library  has 
progressed  to  the  point  where  the 
foundations  have  been  poured.  In 
addition,  all  sub-surface  steam, 
water,  and  electric  lines  have  been 
completed. 

The  work  above  ground  should 
move  forward  rapidly,  barring  de- 
lays due  to  the  weather,  and  the 
general  shape  and  appearance  of 
the  addition  should  take  form  at 
an  early  date.  It  is  hoped  to  have 
the  addition  ready  for  occupancy 
not  later  than  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  semester,  perhaps  earlier. 

Additional  space  in  the  library 
became  a  "must"  when  the  College 
began  graduate  work;  however, 
the  facilities  of  the  library  have 
been  over-crowded  for  some  time. 
The  addition  will  provide  much- 
needed  room  for  additional  vol- 
umes in  the  stack  room,  a  larger 
reference  section,  increased  read- 
ing and  study-room  space,  as  well 
as  quarters  for  graduate  research 
and  study. 

The  building,  or  at  least  a  large 
segment  of  it.  will  be  air-condi- 
tioned to  provide  greater  comfort 
during  the  summer,  when  a  great 
number  of  graduate  students  will 
be  on  the  campus  in  addition  to 
the  regular  under-graduate  stu- 
dents and  others  who  will  be  here 
for  special  workshops  and  con- 
ferences.

Lead  4-0  In  Gulf  States  Conference 


Taking  up  basketball  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  holiday  season,  De- 
cember 19.  the  Demons  went  on 
the  road  for  four  games.  During 
the  road  trip  they  defeated  East 
Texas  State  College  at  Commerce 
in  a  thrilling  61-55  game. 

The  next  night  the  Demons  met 
Midwestern  University  at  Wichita 
Falls  and  were  bowled  over  to 
the  tune  of  86-61. 

Playing  in  the  Midwestern 
Tournament  at  Terre  Haute.  In- 
diana, the  following  week,  the 
Demons  again  fell  before  the  star- 
studded  Quantico  Marines  90-67. 
Dick  Brown,  co-captain  of  the  De- 
mons, playing  his  junior  year,  was 
high-point  man  while  plaving 
against   two   All-American   guards. 

On  January  2.  the  Demons  met 
Memphis  State  in  Memphis  and 
went  down  to  defeat  112-78.  Mem- 
phis State,  at  the  time  of  the 
game,  was  listed  as  the  third  high- 
est-scoring team  in  the  nation  and 
ranked  No.   12  in  the  nation. 

The  Demons  met  the  Northeast 
State  Indians  in  Monroe  for  their 
first  conference  game.  Trailing 
in  the  first  half,  the  Demons 
caught  up  with  the  Indians,  then 
fought  a  see-saw  battle  until  the 
closing  minutes  of  the  game,  when 
they  moved  out  in  front  by  a  71- 
69  score. 

Appearing  on  their  home  court 
for  the  first  time  in  1956.  the 
Demons  met  the  Centenary  Gents 
on  January  9.  Centenary  moved 
out    in    front    early    in    the    game 


by  12  points.  The  Demons  caught 
up  and  went  ahead  at  half-time. 
The  second  half  was  a  nip-and- 
tuck  affair  until  the  closing  min- 
utes of  the  game,  when  Centenary 
pulled  out  in  front  to  defeat  the 
Demons   72-62. 

McNeese  Cowboys  and  their 
famous  forward.  Reigel,  were  next 
on  the  Demon  schedule.  Reigel 
lived  up  to  his  reputation  and  set 
a  new  GSC  record  by  scoring  43 
points,  but  the  Demons  led  all 
the  way  and  finished  ahead  78-66. 

DEMONS    TAKE    THIRD    GSC    CONTEST 

Traveling  to  Hammond  on  Jan- 
uary 16.  the  Demons  plaved  their 
third  conference  game  against  the 
Southeastern  Lions.  The  Lions 
jumped  off  to  an  early  lead  and 
held  it  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
game.  The  Demons  managed  to 
get  within  one  point  of  the  Lions 
in  the  first  half  but  dropped  to 
a   28-23   half-time   score. 

In  the  second  half  the  Demons 
got  within  one  point  of  the  Lions 
at  11-40.  With  four  minutes  to 
go,  the  Demons  tied  the  score  at 
18-18  and  immediatelv  went  ahead 
on  a  stolen  ball  and  lav-up  b\ 
Brown.  Wampole  put  the  Demons 
back  in  the  game  with  long  set 
shots:  and,  once  taking  the  lead, 
the  Demons  caught  fire  and 
moved  out  to  a  67-56  score  at  the 
end  of  the  game.
